Comment; I'm Robert Schenter, I'm with the National Association of Cancer Patients Your going
to hear about this. We’re going to keep hammering at this issue. It is relevant to the shut down of this
reactor all of the strong feelings and the objective presentation are very relevant to the accelerated
shutdown of this reactor cuz if that occurs then we will not have available these very important medical
isotopes. So we'’re going to keep repeatmg a number of us, because it’s an extremely important issue. I
have 4 transparencies I’d like to review that remind you, you need to think about this. The State of
Oregon needs to think about this. About shortages, what’s going to be available. So in my 5 minutes I
would like to cover 4 transparencies related to the issue, I've prepared a fact sheet, you’ve heard it
before, you’ll hear it again. You’ll hear it over and over until it sinks in. 1500 adults in the US die from
Cancer every day. That’s a very important issue, Think about that, 1500 every day. How does that relate
to the question of the whole operating period of the reactor we had a minor incident. Think about that.
Something that’s really very important to me. Every hour a child gets cancer, Now there has been
excellent developments in the treatments of children’s cancer but we're a long way from that. What'sa
more important issue than the treatment of children, better treatment of children’s cancer. There is great
hope, and my last viewgraph will show this, there has been remarkable developments with medical
isotopes in the treatment of children’s cancer, You tell me a more important issue than the treatment of
children’s cancer with medical isotopes. On this fact sheet, which is available. Read that about children’s
cancer 11 of 13 children in Ohio State University study remained cancer free and average of 4 years after
a treatment with a technique called interactive high dose therapy. They use an isotope called iodine 125
which is used for prostate cancer treatment. There have been shortages of iodine 125. 10 of the surviving
children were treated during advanced stages of the diseases. Most of the children in the study would
likely have died if we hadn’t have used this treatment  that was done in OHIO, that’s not a statement
from the people from Hanford. Think about a more important issue. Than medical isotopes for the
treatment of children the avoidances and finally with the above, we can expect major shortages when we
have FDA approval of these medical isotopes

T’ put on my ANS hat
now, another very important area is the area of plutonium 238. This was mentioned by Carl Mansperger,
This was from the NASA, talking about new demands for US national security community have to cut
into the supply of Pu238 available to be used for upcoming space science missions. I'd like to ask to put
this in the record that there be quantitative calculations to determine can the department really supply
these future needs. The answer if you read through this is related to mainly obtaining this very important
material from Russian reactors. 'We have to think about how well can the Department of Energy make
sure that we get these, this very important national security material from a Russian’s reactors. The
concept of getting it from the existing domestic reactors at Oak Ridge, Tennessee and in Idaho, there
needs to be quantitative calculations to determine how realistic it is to be able to keep up with those
supplies. So that I’d like to put that in the record to request the Department of Energy to get some nuclear
scientists to do these calculations rather than political decisions,

USDOE formally committed to have the funds saved from shutdown
of FFTF returned to Hanford Clean-Up. In response to years of public
protest and Congressional concern, USDOE also promised that cleanup
funds would not be used to pay for deactivation of FETF, after USDOE
1ad used Hanford Clean-Up funds to keep FFTF on standby for several
years to produce Tritium for nuclear weapons.

We urge that the USDOE be required to regquest the full funds
for draining the reactor’s Sodium by 2005, and for deactivating the
reactor, from the Nuclear Energy Bccount, rather than USDOE's current
plan to require over $10 million of Hanford cleanup funds be used to
meet these schedules. The TPA should specify that the funds must be
requested in full and come from the Nuclear Energy Account.

The TPA language should formally incorporate the 1995
commitment that the funds saved from shutdown will be used for
Hanford Clean-Up.

I bear people talk
about how deadly it is and how dirty it is, I guess they haven’t seen it, You could go in there and eat off
any piece of that reactor. Safely. So it bothers me a little bit when peaple talk about how dirty it is. I
don’t accuse Mr. Dave Johnson of having anything to do with the accelerator he was talking about I don’t
suppose he’s going to get a nickel out of that thing, but I'll tell you this that I know some of the
opposition to the FFTF is coming from the accelerator people because only a few years a couple of years
ago I heard a guy get up here and talk about how in Seattle how bad the FFTF was we were asking him
about it afterwards and he said well I work for a company that wants to build an accelerator. So we don’t
want any competition, Well that bothers me. When somebody puts their dollar ahead of peoples lives,
and anybody who thinks this isn’t a national health issue because they know 1 person who can get an
isotope hasn’t looked around very much. Some of us have taken the trouble to do a little research. And
those reactors and facilities that are only producing half of the stuff they produce cannot produce the
special isotopes that the FFTF can produce. They can’t put articles in'and out while the reactors running,
they can’t do the special tailored isotopes that FFTF can do, And anybody that knows anything about that
reactor knows that that is true.

The FFTF is not in an appropriate location to provide short lived radioisctopes for the
nation. It isnot situated near a transportation hub and, as such, is not an appropriate site for
the production and transportation of short-lived medical radioisotopes. The transportation of
radionuclides can be a critical issue in their production, as some radioisotopes with
extremely short half-lives, such as Fluorine-18, must be produced at the site where they are
to be used. Many of the needed radionuclides have short half-lives, such as lodine-123, with
a half-life of only 13 hours. Specxﬁc isotopes are needed for a specific patient at a specific
time; transportation, therefore, isa cntlcal factor in the avallabﬂxty of medical mdxmsotopes

In addition, srtmg a production facility on the west coast can be a loglstxcal problem for
isctopes needed on the east coast, as commercial daytime flights from east to west are much
more readily available than west to east.

1have learned a
lot. And most of it is good. I want to take a step back in time and remind people present of the
Manhattan Project that has pushed the USA as a pioneer in the.world of the use of nuclear warfare.
Obviously Hanford played a major roll in the development of nuclear warfare and unfortunately this
know-how that was developed has come into the wrong hands. The proliferation of know-how in nuclear
warfare has come into the hands of Russia, Pakistan, India, China, Korea, others some, most of these
nation’s political systems and mentalities that we do not trust. In the mean time, Hanford and the
enormous of amount of professional know-how that arrived at Hanford has leamned how to work with
unusual radio isotopes in high quantities and different forms, gas, liquid, solid face, by trial and error.
And there have been errors, and there have been tough trials. Hanford has learned how to contain and
how to store and how to usé radioactivity for different purposes. And now the sole emphasis on all this
know-how could be changed from warfare to humanistic use of radioactivity. At this time, when the US
claims it’s the only remaining Superpower in the world it appears all to ready to start war, preemptively,-
unilaterally, why don’t we, as US citizens insist that we use our Superpowers for a better purpose.

Comment: Hello, my name is Amber Waldref and I am here representing Heart of America
Northwest and we’re a regional Hanford Public Interest group working for the safe and timely cleanup of
the Hanford site. At first I just want to congratulate the Tri-Party agencies for their efforts to put together
this change package. It’s a pretty good change package, and I want to especially thank the State
Department of Ecology for listening to citizen concerns regarding the draining of the sodium in the
primary and secondary loops by 2005. I just have three points of concern tonight and that I want to put
on the record. And the first one is I want to reiterate that the restart of FFTF would add more - this is a
DOE document showing waste and material disposition paths - and restarting FFTF would add more
high-level waste to Hanford’s leaking tanks. The decision has been made three times to shut down the
FFTF nuclear reactor and Heart of America NW strongly supports this decision. We do not need any
more new waste added to Hanford’s cleanup problems. Secondly, FFTF needs to be shut down as fast as
feasible and there is no reason to drag out the completion of the reactor deactivation until 2011. And in
1995 the TPA Agreement when FFTF was going to be shut down for the first time, the entire transition
process would have been completed in 7 years. It would have been finished actually this year, in 2002,
So we believe that the agency should consider completing the reactor deactivation in this time frame or
faster and in fact the documents that have been discussed tonight the proposal by Fluor for shutdown
shows that the shutdown deactivation could actually be shortened by 2 years to provide a realistic
deactivation end date of December 2007. So again, if we could shorten the shutdown, I think it could be
possible and we would support that. Also, we I want to add that we do not support this Fluor proposal to '
take FFTF all the way down to the ground because this would cost millions of dollars.

Comment: My name is Alan Waltar, and I come to you tonight as a private citizen recently retired
head of nuclear engineering at Texas A&M University. To some of you that might not mean much, cuz
it’s a small little school down in a nondescript state in the south someplace I wonder if Wanda Munn is
here to hear that? But I do mention that because it is the largest program of nuclear engineering in the
nation and that experience plus a lot of experience that I've had with the American Nuclear Society and
so forth has allowed me the privilege to interact with some incredibly gifted nuclear scientist and
engineers around the world. Iprobably talked with people from at least a dozen foreign countries. And
when the discussion of FFTF comes up, it is unique in the sense that I have never ever met a nuclear
scientist who doesn’t admire the FFTF almost in reverence. It clearly is the class facility in the world and
to shut this down is not only a local or national but international travesty. The only issue that I have ever
heard that could be disparaging is the cost question- money. Now. we’ve heard a lot of talk tonight I
could certainly talk about the needs at the national level and the international level for advanced reactors
for transportation to make our long-lived waste a relatively minor problem, the needs of NASA and on
and on and on, but I think the real question is the health issue. As was very clearly stated by Claude
Oliver, who I think deserves an incredible admiration for what he’s been able to do here. In some ways,
this may sound strange, but in some ways the secretary of energy may have done a, made a very
courageous decision because what he did was allow the community resource agency to come into
existence. And I firmly believe that if this message that we’re hearing probably 9-1 tonight is in fact
reached the very highest levels of govemment, we can break a paradigm. There is no reason why this
facility should have to be carried by one agency, it should be carried by multiple agencies, because
muitiple agencies clearly can benefit from that and we all in this room I think recognize that, SoIbelieve
that if there is a possibility of getting this message e to that level, this represents perhaps the most
incredible opportunity for public/private partnership in the history of our country.

We study,
noninvasively, function and disease of the brain, thyroid, lungs, heart, liver,
gallbladder, kidneys, intestine, lymphatics and skeleton Cancer detection
comprises only about 15% of the studies that we perform with **™Tc tagged
radiopharmaceuticals. All of the %*™Tc used in the United States is imported from
a single production facility in Canada. When it went down, limited supplies were
imported from Europe. We have been lucky that our supply of this valuable
radiopharmaceutical had never been interrupted for long. How long should we
trust our good fortune to luck? It seems foolhardy to depend on a single source
for such a valuable product, especially when all those sources are in foreign
countries.

Cancer treatments have been developed, using antibodies against surface
antigens on tumor cells that are tagged with potent radioisotopes. One example
is Zevalin™ that treats non-Hodgkin's lymphoma. This approach to therapy
basically utilizes a smart molecule (a murine 1gG antibody against the CD20
antigen found on the surface of B lymphocytes) that delivers the lethal beta
radiation (Yitrium-90) bullet to the lymphoma cells. The Regional Cancer Care
Center in Yakima was the only site in Washington State where Phase |l clinical
trials were conducted for this important new cancer treatment.

Cancer is not just one disease. For the numerous forms of cancer muitiple
strategies are needed for control. Designer antibodies are being developed that.
